Smith is the '' offensive partisan ” 
who was forced Wpon Newton as his deputy 
by thv t.KVunty Democracy. Hewitt made the 
Anointment without consultation with 
Mayor-elect Grant, and Smith will go out on 
the 1st of May, when his term expires. 
Rev. Howard W iddkm kr of Philadel­ 
phia, who was some time since ordered by 
the Episcopal church to leave his wife oir 
withdraw from the church, h«4 decided to 
cling to his wife, and yesterday sent a letter 
to Bishop Wtil!taker, severing his church re­ 
lations, Widdemcr had violated the canons 
of the church by securing a divorce and 
marrying again while the discarded wife was 
living.

TnE Duke of Sutherland, who is traveling 
in this country, received the news of his 
wife’s death at her home in England yestcr 
day, while sitting down to table at the Brc- 
voort House. New York, with a quartette of 
English ladies who have arranged to spend 
the winter with him in Florida. The inci­ 
dent will make no change in the Duke’s 
plans. He has not for years been received in 
English society because of his neglect of his 
wife, but in America he almost equals Marl­ 
borough as a social lion. He will probably 
marry an American heiress before his return. 


M rs. S arah J. W h it e l in g ís on trial in 
Philadelphia for murder. She had a sickly 
husband and was very poor. She disposed 
of him by poison, after which she collected 
$180 insurance upon his life. Then at inter­ 
vals of about a month she poisoned the two 
children. By their deaths she obtained 
about $180 more. She confesses to the poison­ 
ing of the children, the girl to “ save her 
from a life of sin.” After poisoning the boy 
she says she “ repented and prayed to save 
him.” She had led a praying but dissolute 
life. 
TnE six states of New England cast 448,- 
570 votes for Harrison and 354,418 for Cleve­ 
land. In 1881 Blaine received 384,828 and 
Cleveland 810,346 votes. The Republican 
gain is 58,742 and tlie Democratic 44,072. 
The Labor vote fell off in the four years 
from 31,967 to 1,481. The Prohibitionist 
vote rose from 17,895 to 19,820.

BLACKBURN AND RUCKER. 


S enator Black burn and Judge Ruck er arc 
still 2,000 miles apart, but there is intense 
excitem ent in Lexington, where the Senator 
resides, because Col. J, E. Moore of Colora­ 
do has made his appearance in the city. 
He 
is k now n as R uck er’s friend and one who has 
had large experience in “ affairs of honor,” 
and it is supposed that he has come to arrange 
the details of a hostile m eeting. 
T he quarrel, as already related, grew out 
of an interview w ith President Cleveland. 
R uck er came to W ashington during the cam ­ 
paign and introduced him self to Black burn as 
a native Kentuck ian and a Democrat. A t his 
request Black burn arranged the interview be­ 
tween him and the President. A fter the election 
w as over and the result k now n, Ruck er told 
a reporter that Cleveland in the conversation 
com plained of the division of the party in 
N ew Y ork , and charged that Ilew itt, Hill 
and G rant were all opposed to him and would 
enter into deals for his defeat. 
Ruck er said 
that on hearing this he w ent straight home to 
D enver and advised his friends to stop b et­ 
ting on Cleveland. 
• 
B lack burn saw the report of this conversa­ 
tion, and denied it in an interview in which 
he used some of the intem perate language for 
w hich he is famous. 
He called Ruck er a 
liar, apologized to the President for intro­ 
ducing him, and declared that the Lord 
ow ed an apology to m ank ind for allowing 
him to exist am ong gentlem en. 
Ruck er saw 
the interview, and put in a rejoinder equally 
caustic. 
He said every word of his statem ent 
of the President’s rem ark s was true, that 
B lack burn k new it, and dared him to deny it 
again. 
Other letters followed, each a little 
m ore severe than its predecessor, until ti e 
w orld k new that two real K entuck y black ­ 
guards had got by the cars. 
T he outcome is 
believed to be a challenge from Ruck er, and 
all K entuck y is in hopes that the m eeting 
will be arranged. 
There is not m uch clear­ 
ness of opinion as to which of the parties ,s 
in the wrong, but the cry goes up for 
“ blood,” and blood will have to be spilt, 
or Black burn will have to resign and go cut 
of politics. 
Judge Ruck er is less unpleas­ 
antly situated. 
He lives in a state where 
there is scant respect for the code, and where 
Dem ocrats get little com fort and less honor 
out of office-seek ing. 
B lack burn is allowing the im pression to 
get abroad that he does not want to light. 
He tak es a position sim ilar to that of another 
Southern pink of chivalry, who, having 
posted his enemy as a “ cock -eyed pelican of 
perdition,” declined a challenge on the ground 
that, being himself a perfect gentlem an, it 
w ould be a sacrifice of self-respect and 
of 
honor to meet on the field a cock ­ 
eyed 
pelican 
of 
perdition. 
Senator 
B lack burn, having charged that the Lord 
ow ed an apology for creating Ruck er and 
allow ing him to live am ong gentlemen, is not 
sure that a Senator of the U nited States 
w ould not dem ean him self by lighting w ith 
him . And certain people in Lexington who do 
not love the Senator are doing all they can to 
fortify Black burn in this impression by inform ­ 
ing him that R uck er is an excellent shot and 
a sk illed duelist who never missed his m an. 
B lack burn is not thus distinguished. 
H e 
fights his bravest battles with his m outh. 
A 
fellow Congressm an relates of him that his 
only connection with a duel was years ago 
w hen he acted as second. 
Before proceeding 
to shoot, it was the custom in those days to 
listen to the argum ents of the seconds against 
eugaging in m ortal com bat. 
Black burn was 
entirely successful. 
He began his plea at 
suurise, and before he concluded the sun 
w ent dow n behind the W estern m ountains, 
and it was too dark to fight. 
I f B lack burn fells in this affair, another 
S enator will be chosen from K entuck y. C ar­ 
lisle is w aiting for the place. 


and which in any event would be too close 
to be politically useful. 
There is nobody 
who can believe for an instant that Mr. R an­ 
dall w ould lend a hand to a project the end 
of which would be the discomfiture and dis­ 
grace of his party.

Palm er of fllinois, that the G rand Arm y 
of the Republic prostituted its organization to 
political purposes during the cam paign,oreven 
that it work ed against his own election. Inas­ 
m uch as Gen Palm er ran 9 ,000 or 10,000 votes 
ahead of Cleveland, who was opposed pretty 
solidly by the soldiers, the 
Times think s 
he was treated fairly and got a good share 
of the soldier vote, especially as his oppo­ 
nent was a soldier and a G rand Arm y m an 
too. 
It has look ed over the ground iu this 
state, and is unable to find any organized 
m ovement of the Grand Arm y against Gov.

BLACKBURN AND RUCKER. 


Senator Blackburn and Judge Rucker arc 
still 2,000 miles apart, but there is intense 
excitement in Lexington, where the Senator 
resides, because Col. J. E. Moore of Colora­ 
do has made his appearance in the city. 
He 
is known as Rucker’s friend and one who has 
had large experience in “ affairs of honor,” 
and it is supposed that he has come to arrange 
the details of a hostile meeting. 
The quarrel, as already related, grew out 
of an interview with President Cleveland. 
Rucker came to Washington during the cam­ 
paign and introduccdhimself to Blackburn as 
a native Kentuckian and a Democrat. At his 
request Blackburn arranged the interview be­ 
tween him and the President. After the election 
was over and the result known, Rucker told 
a reporter that Cleveland in the conversation 
complained of the division of the party in 
New York, and charged that Hewitt, Hill 
and Grant were all opposed to him and would 
enter into deals for his defeat. 
Rucker said 
that on hearing this he went straight home to 
Denver and advised his friends to stop bet 
ting on Cleveland. 
• 
Blackburn saw the report of this conversa 
tion, and denied it in an interview in which 
he used some of the intemperate language for 
which he is famous. 
He called Rucker 
liar, apologized to the President for intro 
ducing him, and declared that the Lord 
owed an apology to mankind for aliowiu 
him to exist among gentlemen. 
Rucker 3aw 
the interview, and put in a rejoinder equally 
caustic. 
He said every word of his statement 
of the President’s remarks was true, that 
Blackburn knew it, and dared him to deny it 
again. 
Other letters followed, each a little 
more severe than its predecessor, until the 
world knew that two real Kentucky black 
guards had got bv the ears. 
The outcome is 
believed to be a challenge from Rucker, and 
all Kentucky is in hopes that the meetin 
will be arranged. 
There is not much clear 
ness of opinion as to which of the parties !s 
in the wrong, but the cry goes up for 
“ blood,” and blood will have to be spilt, 
or Blackburn will have to resign nnd go cut 
of politics. 
Judge Rucker is less unpleas­ 
antly situated. 
He lives in a state where 
there is scant respect for the code, and where 
Dem«crats get little comfort and less honor 
out of office-seeking. 
Blackburn is allowing the impression to 
get abroad that he does not want to light. 
He takes a position similar to that of another 
Southern pink of chivalry, who, hnving 
posted his enemy as a “ cock-eyed pelican of 
perdition,” declined a challenge on the ground 
that, being himselt a perfect gentleman, it 
would be a sacrifice of self-respect and 
of honor to meet on the field a cock 
eyed 
pelican 
of 
perdition. 
Senator 
Blackburn, having charged that the Lord 
owed an apology for creating Rucker and 
allowing him to live among gentlemen, is not 
sure that a Senator of the United States 
would not demean himself by fighting with 
him. And certain people in Lexington who <’o 
not love the Senator are doing all they can to 
fortify Blackburn in this impression by inform­ 
ing him that Rucker is an excellent shot and 
a skilled duelist who never missed his man. 
Blackburn is not thus distinguished. 
He 
fights his bravest battles with his mouth. 
A 
fellow Congressman relates of him that his 
only connection with a duel was years ago 
when he acted as second. 
Before proceeding 
to shoot, it was the custom in those days to 
liste n to th e arguments of the seconds against 
eugaging in mortal combat. 
Blackburn was 
e n tire ly successful. 
He began his plea at 
sunrise, and before he concluded the sun 
■went down behind the Western mountains, 
and it was too dark to tight. 
If Blackburn falls in this affair, another 
S e n a to r will be chosen from Kentucky. Car 
lisle is w a itin g for the place.

KIND WORDS FOR THE GRAND ARMY. 


The Albany Times docs not agree with 
Geu. Palmer of fllinois, that the Grand Army 
of the Republic prostituted its organization to 
political purposes during the campaign,or even 
that it worked against his own election. Inas­ 
much as Gen Palmer ran 9,000 or 10,000 votes 
ahead of Cleveland, who was opposed pretty 
solidly by the soldiers, the Times thiuks 
he was treated fairly and got a good share 
of the soldier vote, especially as his oppo­ 
nent was a soldier and a Grand Array man 
too. 
It has looked over the ground in this 
state, and is unable to find any organized 
movement of the Grand Army against Gov. 
Hill, although he was opposed by a soldier. 
It did not even organize against Cleveland, 
though the Times estimates that of the 40,000 
soldiers in the state, 30,000 voted against 
him, of whom one-half were Democrats. 
The Times is surprised that there was no dis­ 
play of indignation against Cleveland in the 
organization, especially when they received 
the news of the “ women and children” order, 
but this did not happen. 
The soldiers kept 
politics out of the Grand Army, and fought 
like the famous Kentucky sharpshooters at 
New Orleans, “ on their own hook.” And 
it would unreasonable to insist, as Gen. Pal 
mer practically does, that membership in the 
Grand Army shall debar the individual 
members irom taking an interest in politics. 
Palmer evidently counted upon the entire 
soldier vote, and is disgruntled because he did 
not get it. 
There was no other assistance 
thr ugh which he could hope to be carried 
into office over the adverse majority of from 
20,000 to 80,000 in Illinois. He is an old man 
— somewhere in the seventies—and this was

The range of animal language is fat- greater 
than is generally conceived. 
Concentrated 
at first at the poies of the cell, and later at 
the extreme end i of the bodies of creatures 
of complex organization, language tended 
more and more to the use of sounds. 
After 
the escape of life from the w ater the use of 
a voice became almost universal, from the 
rough eroak of a frog to the song of a thrush. 
T he range ot expression widened grandly in 
the quadrupeds and the birds. 
Necessarily 
incomprehensible by us, it is certain, that 
every tlote and every modification of a uote 
carries meaning between fowls and birds. 
The student of nature comprehends that the 
morning songs of birds with which they 
erect 
the 
break 
of 
day 
iu 
summer 
Is a wholly integral affair, differing from 
their evening songs, as well as from the notes 


uttered during love making, and during the 
work of nest building. 
There are also dis­ 
tinct shower lOtigs, welcoming the refresh­ 
ings of nature. 
There are songs of victory, 
songs of love, nnd 
equally the notes of 
querulous dissatisfaction, as well as cries of 
anger and pain. 
These notes evidently are 
understood, not merely within the limit of a 
single species, hut the robin comprehends his 
neighbors. 
This is certain, because not sel­ 
dom the tribes make common cause of ioy or 
of battle. 
By common consent the robin has 
the earliest hour of dawn for Ins roundelay— 
other birds either keeping silent, or following 
In au undertone. 
After his song is ended the 
catbird begins, and takes the hour mainly to 
him self— wherever he is an undisturbed 
dweller. 
My horse I find instantly comprehends a 
sound of cautioi^ onc of reproach, another 
for speed, and one of approbation. 
The dog 
is specially capable in this dircctiou; but still 
greater is the power of a eat, a power seldom 
allowed by us to show itself. 
I have no 
doubt that a cat really gets the drift jf what 
we say to her, and at times our full meaning. 
" In the way of language,” says Pop ular Sci­ 
ence, “ monkeys manifest their passions,fears, 
desires, by cries aud gestures, emphasized by 
significant ucctnts. 
Thu alphabets of some 
of the Melanesian races are not much richer. 
Some monkeys have a noisy nnd explosive 
lauehter analagous to ours.” 
Abbott insists 
that birds not only sing but talk, and that 
their song bears the same relation to speech 
as our own. 
Crows have 27 distinct cries 
or utterances, each readily distinguishable 
from the others. 
Those utterances, as in all 
birds, are only expressed when the bird is oc­ 
cupied, showing that birds sing from pleas­ 
ure and talk from necessity.” 
lie adds con­ 
cerning fishes: “ I have been led to believe 
that certain sounds made by fishes are really 
vocal efforts, and that their utterance is for 
the purpose of expressing an idea.” 
All animals can talk if you hut deign to 
learn their language— not ask their tongues 
to crook to yours. 
Tones arc speech, uot 
artificial words that bear your language as a 
barrow wheels your corn. 
But we must uot neglect the fact that de­ 
sire to communicate, before its vent in vocal­ 
ization, not only developed in a remarkable 
range of gesture-lauguage, but emotion ex­ 
pressed itself in colors and changes of color, 
We shall make a mistake if we at.tribv.ic the 
coloring of birds, insects, and animals too 
largely to the survival of tUose that best mu­ 
tated or most resemble” surrounding objects. 
Col ;rs are a gardât, expressing pride, love, 
auger, fearj 
^nd every possible emotion. 
They * ,tse in the first instance from desire 
and effort at expression, and are direct and 
immediate. 
As 
such they 
are language. 
T hey become iu large degree hereditary, and 
their display automatic. 
Birds iu love have 
a love color; in anger they have the auger 
color. 
Mimicry, incidental or intentional, 
applies color to purposes of safety; but there 
is little probability that any color ever arose 
from a purpose at concealment. 
It is moro and more clear to an intelligent 
observer that language isabsolutely uuiversal 
wherever there is sensation. 
A ll life more or 
less is intercommunicative. 
Animals in our 
eolnpany, if dealt with as capable of develop­ 
ment, soon adapt their soumis to our require 
ments. 
I have owned a horse that could call 
me with distinct souuds of caution, and others 
of affection, and still others indicating more 
abstruse ideas to my accustomed ear. 
On 
one occasion she distinctly informed me of 
trouble in the stables—calling to me when 101) 
rods away and expressing the utmost satisfac­ 
tion when 1 reached the yard. 
The cows had 
broken down a door and let loose some calves. 
Are we not equally certain that some ani­ 
mals, if they had the third convulsion and tha 
genial tubercle, would now develop speech,and 
that right rapidly ? I never feci so sad as when 
standing beside iny noble,large-brained horse. 
By all possible means he endeavors to com­ 
municate with me. 
Marvelously well he suc­ 
ceeds too. but his language is yet one of ges 
turesand simple souucb. Assent, disapproval, 
Joy, aotiphlhy,desire,and am bition,as well a* 
personal affection, are in the range of the 
horse’s language. 
Imagine with what speed 
this creature would progress if ever the genial 
tubercle were possible. However, man’s posit­ 
ion was secured uot by means of language 
alone,butjbv means of freed hands and an erect 
posture. 
The limits to language correlate to 
the limits in the power of toolmaking. 
The 
horse needs r:o extended speech without hands 
to increase his relation to things. 
In 1874 Prof. E . D. Cope.our eminent biolo­ 
gist and paleontologist, said: “ W henwe find 
the common ancestor of all the hoofed mam­ 
mals we shall find it to be pentadactyle,plant­ 
igrade; bunodont; that is, five-toed, a walker 
011 the flat foot, and possessed of tubercular 
molar teeth.” In 1881 he announced that such 
a type was actually in our possession—a type 
that abounded iu North Am erica during the 
early eocene etera, five or more millions of 
years ago. 
To this typical group, called con- 
dylarthra, he traced the lemurs or half-apes, 
which stand as parents of the true apes: and 
from whom biology traces as most probable 
the branch that developed man ward, while 
the diverging apes were arrested in develop­ 
ment short of a fra» hand and a frontal braiu. 
Later deductions and reconstruction show 
that to the condylarthra can be traced the 
origin of the herbivorous aud carnivorous 
mammals of the moeenc and recent eras, in­ 
cluding the horse, hog. untelope, elephant, 
rhinoceros, the lion, tiger, wolf, and bear. 
Iu 
other words,in a common ancestral type of the 
eocene converge all these hoofed mammals; 
and from that, now discovered, fossil type, 
by diverging lines they moved out toward 
the 
forms 
now existing. 
These lines of 
divergence are many of them quite complete­ 
ly reconstructed from our discoveries in fos- 
oils— as in the case of the horse, of which we 
have the one-toed, the two-toed, «the three­ 
toed and the four-toed, with the fifth rudi­ 
mentary. 
This affinity of the hoofed mam­ 
mals is not purely structural. 
The energy of nature moves over lines of 
desire. 
The primal desire of food led to the 
habit of one creature devouring another. The 
struggle for existence is a struggle to eat, and 
not to be eaten. 
This, in the condylarthra 
family, ultimatcd in some taking to (heir toes 
for safety; others to teeth and claws; others to 
horns and heels. 
The least able, otherwise, 
took to climbing. 
This was a movement 
toward a free hand. 
The hand led to tools. 
Tools increased property and concentred en­ 
ergy 011 the effort to converse. 
Language be­ 
came more and more, in that line, vocally ar­ 
ticulated. 
But the co related stocks of this 
family must have, all of them, beeu possessed 
not. 
only 
of family structural traits, but 
psychical traits of affinities. 
To investigate 
these will not lie altogether difficult. 
A little 
study " ill show that this entire eondy- 
Urihra family have a kinship* of gesture and 
vocal languages; and that it is still possible 
for us to comprehend each other; as it is not 
possible outside of such lines of descent. My 
horse modulates her tones with a most hu­ 
man inflection. 
In the sheep fold I hear 
from ali sides ha ba. while near-by the calves 
are crying ma ma. 
I un» at least surprised to 
find that babes also Wgin life with ba ba and 
ma ma. 
My boy does not at first call me pa 


pa, but ba ba. 
EVefl after Ills* sounds have 
become cerebral he continues for some time 
these inherited utterances. 
Through ft large 
range of mammals this elemental speech is 
common. 
The lower races of savages cry 
ffiamn, mama, when terrified or suffering. 
They are babes grown tip. 
On the other 
band the hog family, and the bear, have only 
a guttural range of souuds, combined with a 
ciick. 
Prim itive races are characterized by 
this very guttural click. 
The Hottentots get 
their name from iti and Miss Bird says of the 
Ainos that their language is peculiar for a 
perpetual clicking, and for a soft and plain­ 
tive m. 
It is very clear that the study of language 
carries us far back of primitive man; indeed, 
that with primitive man, in his language of 
sounds and signs, we are also studying the 
great mammal world below. 
This line of 
study is full of possible rich results. 
We 
have, I do not doubt, still psychical affinities 
with the whole mammal group, and these are 
expressed in language. 
At the same time we 
have common hatred and horror for creatures 
of unaffiliated types, expressed also In our 
language. 
Judging bv the sim p lcrra ces.it isrro b - 
able that the first forms of articulation were 
more or less musical, consisting in the main 
of imitations of sounds Commonly heard. 
Certain It is that the primitive languages do 
not lack in rhythm. 
The vocal organs of the 
Negritic stock are possessed of more melody 
than articulation. 
The languages of genuine 
savages must be distinguished from those 
of primitive races, such as the Aino - nd 
Dravidic, as being the products of degenera­ 
tion. 
Exceedingly interesting is the process of 
language development in a babe. 
No study 
in anthropology is more fertile. 
T h e babe’s 
first cries are purely instinctive, and there­ 
fore purely ftuimal. 
Its consonants are m 
and b, labials and liquids— used with the open 
vowels. 
It dees not use the genial tubercle, 
nor for many weeks the frontal brain. 
Its 
second list of sounds move further back, and 
are g. goo, gutturals of tlie simplest sort. 
This g sound, with its natural associate, 1. 
becomes the well kuown basis of all primi­ 
tive languagi-s— the clicking or clicking of 
Ainos and Hotteutots. 
N ext observe the 
bane as it watches your mouth and laughs at 
your cooing and your baby talk. 
It finally 
sets its own articulating organs in motion and 
imitates you. 
The consequence soon is the 
simple use of the frontal brain and the genial 
tubercle. 
T he goo goo is followed by eh, eh 
and 
clie d ie, 
and soon 
after by modu­ 
lation. 
These are not only the first use of 
truly human organs, but the first cerebrated 
sounds, as distinct from instinctive and inher­ 
ited utterances. 
The steps toward a highly 
complex cerebrated language are thereafter 
rapidly taken. 
W e have to bear 111 mind that the babe or­ 
ganically follows historic evolution, and is an 
epitome of past progress. 
So also in his 
speech he moves on and over the pathway of 
the past, and reviews it all. 
An intelligent 
child expresses approbation and disapproba­ 
tion by the same sounds that are used by 
adult monkeys. 
The savage hardly uses cere­ 
brated sounds at all. 
The refinement of lan­ 
guages ever consisted in elim inating the ani­ 
mal inheritance. 
The child’s use of gestures 
is also inherited. 
He dues not need to learn 
to use his hands; only to. secure uiuscular 
strength to direct them. 
His pla)‘ is at first 
purely animal frolic, rejoicing in shouts and 
shrieks that later he does not find necessary 
to his enjoyment. 
His laughing and crying 
can only be understood as language, as they 
surely are also in adults. 
The evolution of 
laughter would be a delightful branch of our 
topic, but a theme too much bv itself. 
It is 
enough to note in passing that not only do 
animals laugh, but they smile. 
Laughter is 
even not uncommon among fowls. 
I have 
owned a cock that had a most distinct cachin- 
natiou.

The range of animal language Is far greater 
than is generally conceived. 
Concentrated 
at first at the poles of the cell, and Inter nt 
the extreme ends of the bodies of creatures 
of complex organization, language tended 
more and more to the use of sounds. 
After 
the escape of life from the water the use of 
a voice became almost universal, from the 
rough eroak of a frog to the song of a thrush. 
The range ot expression widened grandly in 
the quadrupeds and the birds. 
Necessarily 
incomprehensible by us, it is certain, that 
every hole and every modification of a note 
carries meaning between fowls and birds. 
The student of nature comprehends that the 
morning songs of birds with which they 
greet the break 
of 
day 
iu 
summer 
is a wholly integral alTair, differing from 
their evening songs, as well as from (he notes 
uttered during love-making, and during the 
work of nest building. 
There are also dis­ 
tinct shower aou.gs, welcoming the refresh­ 
ings of nature. 
There are songs of victory, 
songs of love, and equally the notes of 
querulous dissatisfaction, as well as cries of 
anger and pain. 
These notes evidently are 
understood, not merely within the limit of a 
single species, but the robin comprehends his 
neighbors. 
This Is certain, because not sel­ 
dom the trltos make common cause of joy or 
of battle. 
By common consent the robin has 
the earliest hour of dawn for his roundelay— 
other birds either keeping silent, or following 
In an undertone. 
After liissong is ended the 
catbird begins, and takes the hour mainly to 
himself — wherever he is an undisturbed 
dweller. 
Aly horse I find instantly comprehends a 
sound of cauiiot^one of reproach, another 
for speed, and one of approbation. 
The dog 
is specially oapabte in this dircctiou; but still 
greater is the power of a eat, a power seldom 
ullowed by us to show itself. 
I have no 
doubt that a cat really gets the drift af what 
we say to her, and at times our full meaning. 
“ In the way of language,” says Popular Sci­ 
ence, “ monkeys manifest their passions,fears, 
desires, by cries aud gestures, emphasized by 
significant acetnts. 
The alphabets of some 
of the Melanesian races are not much richer. 
Some monkeys hnve a noisy and explosive 
laughter analogous to ours.” 
Abbott insists 
that birds not only sing but talk, and that 
their song bears the same relatiou to speech 
as our own. 
“ Crows have 27 distinct cries 
or utterances, each readily distinguishable 
from the others. 
Those utterances, as in all 
birds, are only expressed when the bird is oc­ 
cupied, showing that birds sing from pleas­ 
ure and talk from necessity.” 
lie adds con­ 
cerning fishes: “ I have been led to believe 
that certain sounds made by fishes are really 
vocal efforts, and that their utterance is for 
the purpose of expressing an idea.” 
All animals can talk if you hut deign to 
learn their language—not ask their tongues 
to crook to yours. 
Tones arc speech, not 
artificial words that bear your language as a 
barrow wheels your corn. 
But we must uot neglect the fact that de­ 
sire to communicate, before its vent in vocal­ 
ization, not only developed in a remarkable 
range of gesture-lunguage, but emotion ex­ 
pressed itself in colors and changes of color. 
We shall make a mistake if we attribyúe the 
coloring of birds, insects, and animals too 
largely to the survival of t'JÜSe that best imi­ 
tated or most resemble", surrounding objects. 
Col ;rs are a gat" ati expressing pride, love, 
auger, fear, 
an<i every possible emotion. 
They - llSo in the first instance from desire 
and. effort at expression, and are direct and 
immediate. 
As such they are language. 
They become in large degree hereditary, and 
their display automatic. 
Birds iu love have 
a love color; in anger they have the auger 
color. 
Mimicry, incidental or intentional, 
applies color to purposes of safety; but there 
is little probability that any color ever arose 
from a purpose at concealment.' 
It is moro and more clear to an intelligent 
observer that language is absolutely universal 
wherever there is sensation. 
All life more or 
less is intercominunicative. 
Animals in our 
colnpany, if dealt with as capable of develop­ 
ment, soon adapt their sounds to our require­ 
ments. 
I have owned a horse that could cull 
me with distinct sounds of caution, and others 
of affection, and still others indicating more 
abstruse ideas to my accustomed enr. 
On 
oue occasion she distinctly informed me of 
trouble in the stables—calling to me when 100 
rods away and expressing the utmost satisfac­ 
tion when 1 reached the yard. 
The cows had 
broken down a door and let loose some calves. 
Arc we not equally certain that some ani­ 
mals, if they had the third convulsion and the 
genial tubercle, would now develop speech,and 
that right rapiiliy ? I never feel so sad as when 
standing beside my noble.largc-brained horse. 
By all possible menus he endeavors to com­ 
municate with me. 
Marvelously well lie suc­ 
ceeds too, but hLs language is yet one of ges 
turesand simple sound*. Assent, disapproval, 
Joy, antiphthy,desire,and ambition,as well a» 
personal affection, are in the range of the 
horse’s language. 
Imagine with what speed 
this creature would progress if ever the genial 
tubercle were possible. However, man’s posit­ 
ion was secured uot by means of language 
alone,butjbv means of freed hands and an erect 
posture. The limits to language correlate to 
the limits in the power of toolmaking. 
The 
horse Deeds no extended speech without hands 
to increase his relation to things. 
In 1874 Prof. E. D. Cope.our eminent biolo- 
eist and paleontologist, said: “ When we find 
the common ancestor of all the hoofed mam­ 
mals we shall find it to be pentadactyle,plant­ 
igrade; bunodout; that is, five-toed, a walker 
on the flat foot, und possessed of tubercular 
molar teeth.” In 1881 he announced that such 
a type was actually in our possession—a type 
that abounded iu North America during the 
early eocene etera, five or more millions of 
years ago. 
To this typical group, called con- 
dylarthra, lie traced the lemurs or lialf-apes, 
which stand as parents of the true apes: and 
from whom biology traces as most probable 
the branch that developed manward, while 
the diverging apes were arrested in develop­ 
ment short of a frag hand and a frontal brain. 
Laler deductions and reconstruction show 
that to the condylarthra can be traced the 
origin of the herbivorous and carnivorous 
mammals of the mocenc and recent eras, in­ 
cluding the horse, hog, untclope, elephant, 
rhinoceros, the lion, tiger, wolf, and bear. 
In 
other words,in a common ancestral type of the 
eocene converge all these hoofed mammah; 
and from that, no»v discovered, fossil type, 
by diverging lines they moved out toward 
the 
forms 
now existing. 
These lines of 
divergence arc many of them quite complete­ 
ly reconstructed from our discoveries in fos 
sils—as in the case of the horse, of which we 
have the one-toed, the two-toed, ’the three 
toed, and the four-toed, with the fifth rudi­ 
mentary. 
This affinity of the hoofed mam 
mals is not purely structural. 
The energy of nature moves over lines of 
desire. 
The primal desire of food led to the 
habit of oue creature devouring another. The 
struggle for existence is a struggle to eat, aud 
not to be eaten. 
This, in the condylarthra 
family, ultimated in some taking to their toes 
for safety; others to teeth and claws; others to 
horns aud heels. 
The least able, otherwise, 
took to climbing. 
This was a movement 
toward a free hand. 
The hand led to tools 
Tools increased property and concentred en 
ergy on the effort to converse. 
Language be 
came more and more, in that line, vocally ar 
ticulated. 
But the co related stocks of this 
family must have, all of them, been possessed 
not 
onlv of family structural traits, but 
psychical traits of affinities. 
To investigate 
these will not lie altogether difficult. 
A little 
study will show that this entire condy 
larthra family have a kiushljk of gesture and 


v o c a l languages; and that it is still possible 
for us to comprehend each other; as it is not 
E 
oasible outside of such lines of descent. My 
orso modulates her toms 3vitli almost hu­ 
man inflection. 
In the sheep fold I hear 
from all sides ha ha. while near by the calves 
are crvlug ma mn. 
I um nt least surprised to 
find that Labes also begin life with ba ba and 
roa roa.

Evefl after his sounds have 
become cerebral he continues for some time 
these inherited utterances. 
Through a large 
range of mammals this elenténtal speech is 
common. 
The lower races of savages cry 
lfiamn, mama, when terrified or suffering. 
They are babes grown up. 
On the other 
band the hog family, and the bear, have only 
a guttural range of sounds, combined with a 
ciick. 
Primitive races are characterized by 
this very guttural click. 
The Hottentots get 
their name from it; and Miss iiird says of the 
Ainos that their language is peculiar fpr a 
perpetual clicking, and for a soft and plalu- 
tive m. 
It is very clear that the study of language 
carries us far back of primitive man; indeed, 
that with primitive man, in his language of 
sounds and signs, we are also studying (he 
great mammal world below. 
This line of 
study is full of possible rich results. 
We 
have, I do uot doubt, still psychical affinities 
with the whole mammal group, and these are 
expressed in language. 
At the same time we 
have common hatred and horror for creatures 
of unaffiliated types, expressed also in our 
language. 
Judging by the simpler races, it is rrob- 
able that the first forms of articulation were 
more or less musical, consisting in the main 
of imitations of sounds commonly heard. 
Certain It is that the primitive languages do 
not lack in rhythm. 
The vocal organs of the 
Negritic stock are possessed of more melody 
than articulation. 
The languages of genuine 
savages must be distinguished from those 
of primitive races, such as the Aino 
nd 
Dravidic, as being the products of degenera­ 
tion. 
Exceedingly interesting is the process of 
language development in a babe. 
No study 
in anthropology is more fertile. 
The babe’s 
first cries are purely instinctive, and there­ 
fore purely afiimal. 
Its consonants are m 
and b, labials and liquids—used with the open 
vowels. 
It does not use the genial tubercle, 
nor for many weeks the frontal brain. 
Its 
second list of sounds move further back, and 
are g, goo, gutturals of (he simplest sort. 
This g sound, with its natural associate, 1, 
becomes the well known basis of all primi­ 
tive languages—the clicking or glicking of 
Ainos and Hotteutots. 
Next observe the 
fiaue as it watches your mouth and laughs at 
your cooing and your baby talk. 
It finally 
sets Us own articulating organs in motion aud 
imitates you. 
The consequence soon is the 
simple use of the frontal brain and the genial 
tubercle. 
The goo goo is followed by eh, eh 
and elie che, and soon after by modu­ 
lation. 
These are not only the first use oT 
truly human organs, but the first ctrebrated 
sounds, as distinct from instinctive and inher­ 
ited utterances. 
The steps toward a highly 
complex cerebrated language are thereafter 
rapidly taken. 
We have to bear in mind that the babe or­ 
ganically follows histonc evolution, and is an 
epitome of past progress. 
So also in hi3 
speech he moves on und over the pathway of 
the past, and reviews it all. 
An intelligent 
child expresses approbation and disapproba­ 
tion by the same sounds that are used by 
adult monkeys. 
The savage hardly uses cere­ 
brated sounds at all. 
The refinement of lan­ 
guages ever consisted in eliminating the ani­ 
mal inheritance. 
The child’s use of gestures 
is also inherited. 
He does not need to learn 
to use his hands; only to. secure lliiiscular 
strength to direct them. 
His play is at first 
purely animal frolic, rejoicing in shouts and 
shrieks that laler he does not find necessary 
to his enjoyment. 
His laughing and crying 
can only be understood as language, as they 
surely are also in adults. 
The evolution of 
laughter would be a delightful branch of our 
topic, but a theme too much by itself. 
It is 
enough to note in passing that not only do 
animals laugh, but they smile. 
Laughter is 
even not uncommon among fowls. 
I have 
owned a cock that liada most distinctcachin- 
nation.

briefly.

In speaking of the Mt. 
Cennis tunnel he said: 
This tunnel is not through Mt. Cennis, but is 
through’three mountain spurs whose tops are cov­ 
ered with snow and ice all the year. It takes its 
name from Mt. Ceunis, as that is the nearest well- 
known mountain peak. 
When you enter the tunnel 
you are in the Republic of France, and can shout 
liberty, fraternity and equality, and when you reach 
the enu you erai shout “ Long hvethe King," or give 
three cheers for United It.dy. 
The speaker described the plains of Italy; 
Turin, with its monument to Victor Eman­ 
uel, costing $200.000; the Apennine Moun 
tains and the River Arno; Florence and it- 
art treasures; the sea of Tu« cany; the Cam 
pogtm surrounding the Eternal City, etc.

Peter's Ca­ 
thedral. The historian, Gibbous, alludes to it as the

briefly. 
A vivid picture of the railroad ride 
to Rome, under the Alps aud over the Apen­ 
nines, followed. 
In speaking of the Mt. 
Cennis tunnel he said: 
This tunnel is not through Mt. Cennis, but is 
through’three m ountain spurs whose tops are cov­ 
ered with snow aud ice all the year, it takes its 
nam e from Mt. Oeunis, as that is the nearest well- 
known m ountain peak. When you enter the tunnel 
you are in the Republic of France, ami can shout 
liberty, fraternity and equality, and when you reach 
the end you c m shout “ Long Uve the King,” or give 
three cheers for United Italy. 
The speaker described the plains of Italy: 
Turiu, with its monument to Victor Eman­ 
uel, costing $200.000; the Apennine Moun­ 
tains and the River Arno; Florence and its 
art treasures; the sea of Tuscany; the Cam 
pogna surrounding the Eternal City. etc. 
The first voice I heard In Rome was that of a 
woman, and I suppose if I am so fortunate as to get 
to heaven the first voice I shall hear there will be of 
woman. The woman stood by a fountain and 
offered to sell us w ater to drink. I could hardly 
realize that I was in a place that had been settled 
continuously for 2,000 years; that I was in a place 
m ade rem aikablo by Caesar, H orace.

Senator Blackburn and Judge Rucker arc 
still 2,000 miles apart, but there is iutenv; 
excitem ent in Lexington, where the Senator 
resides, localise Col. J. E. Moore of Colo™ 
do has made his appearance in the city. 
He 
is known as R ucker’s friend and one who has 
had large experience in “ affairs of honor,” 
and it is supjiosed that he has come to arrange 
the details of a hostile meeting. 
The quarrel, ns already related, grew out 
of an interview with President Cleveland. 
R ucker came to W ashington during the cam ­ 
paign and introduced him self to Blackburn as 
a native K entuckian and a Democrat. At his 
request Blackburn arranged the interview las 
tween kim and the President. After the election 
was over and the result known, Rucker told 
a reporter that Cleveland in the conversation 
complained of the division of the party in 
New Y ork, and charged that Hewitt, Hill 
and Grant were all opposed to him and would 
enter into deals for his defeat. 
Rucker said 
that on hearing this he went straight home to 
Denver and advised Ids friends to stop bet 
ting on Cleveland. 
• 
Blackburn saw the report of this con versa 
tion, and denied it in an interview in which 
he used some of the intem perate language for 
which he is famous. 
He called Rucker a 
liar, apologized to the President for intro­ 
ducing bim, and dectnm l that the Ixird 
owed an apology to m ankind for aliowin 
him to exi-t am ong gentlem en. 
Rucker .saw 
the interview, and put in a rejoinder equally 
caustic. 
He said every word of Ids statement 
of the President’s rem arks was true, that 
Blackburn knew it. and dared him to deny it 
again. 
Other li tters followed, each a little 
more severe than its predecessor, until ti e 
world knew that two real Kentucky black 
guards had got bv the cars. 
The outcome is 
believed to Ik? a challenge from Rucker, and 
nil Kentucky is in hope** that the m eeting 
will be arranged. 
There is not much clear­ 
ness of opinion as to which of the parties A 
in the wrong, but the cry goes up for 
** blood,” and blood will have to Im? spilt, 
or Blackburn will have to resign and go c ut 
of politics. 
Judge Rucker is less unpleas­ 
antly situated. 
He lives in a state where 
there is scant respect for the code. and win ie 
Dem ocrats get little com fort and It's honor 
out of odic** seeking. 
Blackburn is allowing the impression to 
get abroad that he does not want to light. 
He takes a |*osition sim ilar to that of another 
Southern pink of chivalry, who, having 
posted his enemy as it "cock eyed p lieun of 
perdition,” declined a challenge on the ground 
that, being himself a perfect gentleman, it 
would 
Im* a sacrifice of self respect and 
of 
honor to meet on 1he field a cock 
eyed 
pelican 
of 
perdition. 
Senator 
Blackburn, having charged that the Lord 
owed an apology for creating Rucker and 
allowing him to live am ong gentlemen, is not 
nun; that a Senator of the United States 
would not demean him self by fighting w ith 
him. And certain people in Lexington w ho do 
not love the Senator are doing ail they can to 
fortify Blackburn int hi* impression by inform 
Ing him that Rucker is an excellent shot and 
a skilled duelist who never missed his m an. 
Blackburn is not thus distinguished. 
He 
fights his bravest battles with his m outh. 
A 
fellow Congressman relates of him that his 
only connection with a duel was years ago 
w hen he acted as second. 
Before proceeding 
to shoot, it was the custom in those days to 
listen lo the argum ents of the seconds against 
engaging in m ortal com bat. 
Blackburn was 
entirely successful, 
lie began his plea at 
suuriae, and before lie concluded the sun 
w ent down behind the W estern mountains, 
and it wa* too dark to fight. 
If Blac kburn fells in this affair, another 
I 
Senator will Im* chosen from K entucky, Car- 
j 
lisle la w aiting for the place.

The range of animal language is far greater 
than is generally conceived. 
Concentrated 
at first at the pole, of the cell, and later tit 
the extreme endt of the bodies of creatures 
of complex organization, language tended 
more and more to the use of sounds. 
After 
the escape of life from the waler the use of 
a voice became almost universal, from the 
rough croak of a frog to the song of a thrush. 
The range of expression widened grandly in 
the quadrupeds and the birds. 
Necessarily 
incomprehensible by us, it is certain, that 
every Bote nnd every modification of a uote 
carries meaning between fowls and birds. 
The student of nature comprehends thai the 
morning songs of birds with which they 
erect 
the 
break 
of 
day 
in 
summer 
I* a wholly integral affair, differing from 
their evening songs, as well tis from the notes 
uttered during love making, and during the 
work of nest building. 
There are also dis­ 
tinct shower aotlg*. welcoming the refresh­ 
ings of nature. 
There are songs of victory, 
songs of love, and equally the notes of 
q lerulous dissatisfaction, tis well tis cries of 
anger and pain. 
These notes evidently are 
understood, not merely within the limit of a 
single species, but Hie robin comprehends his 
neighbors. 
Til I* is certain, because not sci 
dom the tribes make common canso of joy or 
of batt Ie. 
By common consent the robin tins 
the earliest hour of dawn for his roundelay— 
other birds either keeping silent, or following 
In an undertone. 
Al ter his song is ended the 
catbird begins, and take* the hour mainly to 
himself — wherever he Is un undisturbed 
dweller. 
My horse I find instantly comprehends » 
sound of e a rn in g one of reproach, another 
for speed, and one of approbation. 
The dog 
is specially capable in this direction; but still 
greater is the flower of a eat, a power seldom 
allowed by us to show itself. 
I have no 
doubt that a cat really gets the drift if what 
we say to her, and at times our full meaning. 
'• In the way of language," says Papular Sci- 
mer, “ monkeys manifest their passions, fears, 
desires, by c ries and gestures, emphasized by 
significant accents, 
l it- alphabets of some 
of the Melanesian races are not much richer. 
Some monkeys have a noisy nnd explosive 
laughter analagous to ours.’’ 
Abbott insists 
that birds not only sing but talk, and that 
their song bears the same relation to speech 
as our own. 
*! Crows have 27 distinct cries 
or utterances, each readily distinguishable 
from the others. 
These utterances, as in all 
birds, tire only expressed when the bird i* oc­ 
cupied. showing that birds sing from pleas­ 
ure and talk from necessity.” 
Ile adds con­ 
cerning fished: " I have been led to believe 
that certain sounds mode by tidies are really 
vocal efforts, aud that their utterance Is for 
the purpose of expressing an idea ” 
All animals can talk if you but deign to 
learn their language—not ask their tongues 
to crook to yours. 
Tone- arc speech, not 
artificial words that bear your language as a 
barrow wheels your corn. 
But we must uot neglect the fart that de­ 
sire to communicate, la-fore its vent In vocal­ 
ization, not only developed in ti remarkable 
range of gosture-language, but emotion ex 
tressed itself in colors and changes of color, 
We shall make a mistake if we attribute the 
coloring of birds, insects, and animals loo 
largely to the survival of t ^ e that lied im i­ 
tated or most resemble \ surrounding objects. 
Col is are a gnu*ut, expressing pride, love, 
auger, fear, 
an(j every possible emotion. 
They *,iic In the first instance from desire 
•od effort at expression, and are direct and 
immediate. 
As 
such they are language 
They become in large degree hereditary, and 
their display automatic. 
Birds in love have 
a love color; in aliner they itave lite anger 
color. 
Mimicry, incidental or intentional, 
applies color to purpose* of safety; but there 
is little probability that any color ever arose 
from a purpose at concealment. 
It is more aud more clear to un intelligent 
observer that language is absolutely universal 
wherever there is activation. 
All life more or 
leas is intercommunleative. 
Animals In our 
uflnpany, if dealt with as capable of develop­ 
ment, soon adapt their hounds to our require 
fucnts. 
I have owned a horse that could cull 
me with distinct Hounds of caution, and others 
of affection, aud still others indicating morn 
abstruse iJcas lo my accustomed ear. 
Un 
oue occasion vin- distinctly informed me of 
trouble In the stables - railing to me when lot) 
rods sway and expressing tile utmost sati-fac 
tion when I reached th ey ani. 
Tin-cow shad 
broken down a door and let loose some calve*. 
Arc we not equally certain that some ani­ 
mala, if they had the third convubion and tho 
genial tubercle, would now develop speech,and 
that right rapidly I I never feel so sud as when 
standing beside my noble.large-brained boree 
By all possible means In endeavors to rom 
m ullion-• with me. 
Marvelously well ha suc­ 
ceed* too, but hi* language Is yet <-ne of ges 
titre* and simple sound*. Assent, disapproval, 
Joy, aatiphiliy.doviie.and ambition,a* well as 
personal affection, are in the ruuge of the 
horse’* language. 
Imagine with what speed 
this creature would progress if ever the genial 
tubercle were possible. However, man 'n posit­ 
ion was secured not by means of language 
alone, butjbv means of freed hands nnd an erect 
I>o*ture. 
The limits to language correlate to 
the limits in the power of toolmaking. 
The 
horse needs no extended speech without hands 
to increase his relation to things. 
in 1874 Prof. E. I). Cope.our eminent biolo­ 
gist anti paleontologist, said: “ When we find 
the common ancestor of all the hoofed main 
mala we shall find it to la- p en tad acty l,plant­ 
igrade; bunodont; that is, five toed, a walker 
on the flat foot, and possessed of tubercular 
molar teeth.” In 1881 he announced that such 
a type was actually in our |to»sessi:)u—a type 
that abounded in North America during the 
early eocene etera, five or more millions of 
yearaago. 
To this typical group, called con­ 
dylarth™ , he traced the lemurs or half-npes, 
which stand a* parents of the true apes: and 
from whom biology traces as most probable 
the branch that developed manward, while 
the diverging ape# were am ated in develop­ 
ment short of a frig) hand and a frontal braiu 
Later deductions aud reconstruction show 
that to the co tidy I arthra eau be traced the 
origin of the herbivorous ami carnivorous 
mammals of the rn xx*ne and recent eras, In­ 
cluding the horse, hog, antelope, elephant, 
rhinoceros, the lion, tiger, wolf, aud l>ear. 
lu 
other words,in A common ancestral type of tile 
eocene converge all these hoofed mammals; 
ta d from that, now discovered, fossil type, 
by diverging lines they moved out toward 
tile 
forms 
now existing. 
These lines of 
divergence arc many of I hem quite com plete­ 
ly reconstructed from our discoveries in fox 
■its—as in the ease of the horse, of which we 
have the one toed, the two toed, 'th e three­ 
toed, and the four to. d. with the fifth rudi­ 
mentary, 
This alfluiiy of tho hoofed mam 
mala is not purely structural. 
The energy of nature moves over lines of 
desire. 
The primal desire of food led to the 
habit of one creature devouring another, 'l he 
struggle for existence is a struggle to eat. and 
not to be eaten. 
This, in the condylarth™ 
family, ultimatcd iii some taking to their toes 
for safety; others to teeth and claws; others to 
horns and heels. 
The least able, otherwise, 
took to climbing. 
This was a movement 
toward a free hand. 
The hand led to tools. 
Tools increased proitertv and concentred en­ 
ergy ou the effort to converse 
Language be­ 
came more and more, in that line, vocally ar­ 
ticulated. 
But the co related stocks of this 
family must have, all of them, been possessed 
not 
onlv 
of family structural traits, but 
psychical trails of affinities. 
Tit investigate 
them- will not l»c altogether ditficult. 
A little 
study will show that this entire condy­ 
larth™ family have a kinship of gesture and 
vocal language*; and that it is still possible 
for us to comprehend each other; as it is not 
possible outside of such lines of descent.

band lite hog family, and lite bear, have only 
a guttural range of sounds, combined with a 
ciick. 
Prim itive races are characterized by 
this very guttural click. 
The Hottentots get 
their name from it] and Miss Bird says of the 
Alnus that their language is peculiar fpr a 
pet petual clicking, aud for ti soft and plain­ 
tive rn. 
It is very clear shat the study of language 
carries us far back of primitive man; indeed, 
that with primitive man, in his language of 
sounds and signs, we are also studying tho 
great mammal world below. 
This line of 
study is full of possible rich results. 
We 
have, I do uot doubt, still psychical affinities 
with the whole mammal group, and these are 
expressed in language. 
At Ute same time we 
have common hatred and horror for creatures 
of unaffiliated types, expressed also In our 
language. 
Judging bv the simpler races, it isrro b 
able that Ute first forms of articulation were 
more or less musical, consisting in the main 
of imitations of Hounds commonly heard. 
Certain It is that the primitive languages do 
not lack in rhythm . 
The vocal organs of the 
Negritic stock are possessed of more melody 
titan articulation. 
The languages of genuine 
savages must be distinguished from those 
of primitive races, such as lite .Vino 
nd 
Dravidic, as being the products of degenera­ 
tion. 
Exceedingly interesting is the process of 
language development in a bn ive. 
No study 
in anthropology is more fertile. 
Tile bain's 
first cries are purely instinctive, aud there­ 
fore purely auiinitL 
Its consonants are rn 
and b, labials and liquids—used with the open 
vowels. 
It does not use the genial tubercle, 
nor for many weeks the frontal brain. 
Its 
second list of sounds move furib r hack, and 
are g. goo, gutturals of the simplest sort. 
This g sound, with its natural associate, I. 
becomes tbe well known basis of all primi 
(iv*- languages—the clicking or flicking of 
Ainoi and Hottentots. 
Next observe the 
banc as it watches your mouth and laughs at 
your cooing aud your baby talk. 
It finally 
sets lls own articulating organs in motion and 
imitates you. 
The consequence soon is the 
simple use of the frontal brain and the genial 
tubercle. 
The goo goo is followed by eh, ch 
and che cite, ami soon after by nmdu 
lation. 
These are not only the first use of 
truly human organs, but the first cerebrated 
founds, as distinct from Instinctive and inher­ 
ited utterance*. 
The steps toward a highly 
complex cerebrated language are thereafter 
rapidly taken. 
We have to bear In mind that the babe or­ 
ganically follows historic evolution, and is an 
epitome of ptv-t progress. 
So also in his 
speech he moves on and over the pathway of 
the past, nnd reviews it all. 
An intelligent 
child expresses approbation anti disapproba 
tion by the same sounds that are used by 
adult monkeys. 
The savage hardly uses cere­ 
brated sounds at all. 
Tile refinement of lan­ 
guages ever consisted in elim inating the ani­ 
mal inheritance. 
The child’s use of gc*tur s 
is also inherited. 
He doe# not need to learn 
to use his hands; only to secure muscular 
strength to direct them 
His play is at first 
purely animal frolic, rejoicing In shouts and 
shrieks that later lie docs not find necessary 
to his en joyment. 
His laughing and crying 
can only be understood as language, as they 
surely are also in adults. 
The evolution of 
laughter would be a delightful branch of our 
topic, hut a theme ton much bv it -elf. 
It ii 
enough lo note in passing that not only do 
animals laugh, but they smile. 
Laughter is 
even not uncommon among fowls. 
I have 
owned a cock that linda most distinct cat hin 
nation.
